Wednesday whether the board 
would meet Wednesday night due 
to the snow storm. 

Last year's salary rates started 
with $4,400 for first year instructors 
havelng B.A. degrees and $4,600 for 
those with M.A. degrees. 

Under the revised schedule, the 
starting, rate would be $4,600 for 
B.A. and $4,900 for M,A. 

The rate would go up so a maxi- 
mum of $7,100 may be paid for B.A. 
teachers at the end of 16 "steps" and 
$7,400 for M.A. under the same num- 
ber of ySteps".

4-H Leoders 
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NOV. 17^ We took the hotel bus 
to.one ene» of the falls, then followed 
the footpath the full length of the 
falls tomeet the bus. It, took a full 
l%hours arid we loved every minute 
of it. This is the end of the dry 
season and so we sec the least water, 
over the falls. But I guess that is 
best because during the rainy .sea- 
son .so much water comes pouring 
over and there is so much spray and 
mist, one can't see anything but 
spray and mist. 

We took many pictures of the falls 
from the various lookout points 
along the path. 

We flew over the falls in a small 
plane this afternoon and was that 
plane hot! The view was fine but 
I liked seeing it from the ground 
better. You get the feeling of tre- 
mendous volume and power when 
you are closer to it. 

Jrom the porch of the hotel we 
can see the clouds of spray above 
the faUs. The hotel pool is one of 
the finest I was ever in. 

Trees covered with orange flow- 
ers are called flame or flamboyant 

"Bubble and squeak" on the 
breakfast menu. It is a hash of 
leftover vegetables. Scenes on all 
breakfast menus so farv are much 
like our baking powderjhiscuits. 

A baboon came up onto the porch 
when we were having* tea. We fed 
it cake arid took pictures. When we 
ran out of cake it. tore down to the 
other end of the porch and, jumped 
onto a table where an English girl 
sat alone. She was so startled she 
jumped up and tea. cakes and dishes 
flew in all directions. 

NOV. 19-^.It was very warm when 
we left Livingstone but Elizabeth- 
ville is much more comfortable. 
French is spoken and we have trou- 
ble finding anyone who speaks Eng- 
lish. The menu is in French but 
we thought steak tartan* ' sounded 
safe. We got a generous serving of 
raw hamburger. 

Our room at the Leopold Hotel 
is O. K. But the plumbing! Four 
fixtures of course and the tub has 
a built in seat and is only about 
3 feet long. 

EHzabethvitle is a copper mining 
town, expensive shops. This is the 
first time we have seen Negra men 
eating with white men in the hotel 
restaurant. Meals are expensive. 
When we register at the hotel we 
must give birth data, passport num- 
bers, etc. 

There are no screens on the win- 
dows. Very few insects. 

The streets are full of bicycles. 
Even the native police are on bi- 
cycles. 

We are advised not to go to the 
native village. It is too dangerous. 
Don't expect help if you get into 
trouble. 

People feel like they are sitting 
On a powder keg. They may have 
to leave in a hurry. 

Ant hills are as tall and big 
around as a two car garage. 

NOV. 20. We visited the native 
market. It is much like markets 
of Mexico and South America, ex- 
cept that the dress of the women is 
very different. They wear a huge 
wrap-around of bright cotton print. 
Babies are carried on the mother's 
back and often a big bundle on her 
head. 

We almost got fooled again to- 
night. Hamburger was on the 
menu. We made sure it was cooked 
but at the last minute found out it 
was horse meat. We tried snails 
(escargots) for the first time and 
did not care for them. 

NOV. 21. We flew up to Buk- 
avu on the shores of Lake Kevu 
not far from the equator. Our hotel 
is on the lake and from our balcony 
we have been watching the natives 
in dug-out canoes putting out their 
fishing nets. Mountains are all 
around the town and lake. A beau- 
. tiful view in every direction. 

We have hired a car and native 
driver to take us for 7 days through 
the region north of Bukavu starting 
from Goma on the 23rd. 

So far we have had no uncomfort- 
ably hot weather and again there 
are no screens and none are needed. 
This section is lush. From the 
plane we saw big banana fields. The 
whole area is covered with dense 
green vegetation. 
Altitude about 4,500. feet. 
NOV. 22— We slept under a heavy 
blanket last night and needed it. 
This morning we, visited the native 
banana market. It was right on the 
lake shore and the bananas had been 
brought there in dugout canoes. 4 
Women went away carrying big 
stalks on their heads. All the ba- 
nanas were green. 

We took pictures with the Polar- 
oid and showed them to the people. 
They had the most fun and laughed 
out loud when they recognized 



themselves ;or their -friends. 

Then we .drove through the native 
section. Many are living in miser- 
able shacks but the government has 
built ^mbre'^ modern housing for 
many. There is no color bar in the, 
Congo. The cdlored can go wher- 
ever they can pay the icost.; We saw 
a big new hospital and two big 
modern schools. We are amazed at 
the t progress of the natives here. 

- There is trouble 'between tribes 
and we cannot go into sortie trouble 
areas. ; " • ; | .■"* 

Wc walked through the local conn-' 
try club. Very .nice. Billiards, 
swimming and tennis. Two .men; 
playing ^tennis have wree boys to 
chase balls. j 

"Natives .on. Ithe street try to sell 
us - baskets Of. the most beautiful 
strawberries and big' mushrooms. 
Pineapple in the restaurants is de- 
licious, very sweet. ' 

NOV. 23. We flew north to Goma. 
Everything beautiful "and green, 
flowers in profusion. This town is 
in the middle of a plantation area 
producing coffee .andi tea. 'We are 
close enough to an active volcano 
to see the smoke during the day and 
the fire light at night. 

Showers every day at any time 
but no heavy rains. No screens, 
flies, or mosquitoes. 

NOV. 24. We drove up to Albert 
Park in our rented car with a native 
driver. Reached Rwinda camp at 
noon. We stayed here over night. 
It is necessary to take a government 
guide with you as you drive through 
the park. We drove from 3 to 6 
p.m. It was a. dream come true. 
We saw hundreds of elephant of all 
sizes.' Some alone, some in groups 
or 2 or 3 to 20. They are huge, very 
impressive, and beautiful in their 
natural surroundings. Instead of, 
looking awkward and clumsy, they 
look dignified and very sure of 
themselves. 

Then we saw a herd of gazelle, 
eyes fastened on something in the 
grass. Our guide realized immedi- 
ately that they saw lion. Soon we 
saw then;, too. There were -two of 
them lying in the* grass. At first 
we could, only see their ears and the 
tops of their , heads, but when we 
reached higher ground we could 
see their heads, and occasionally a 
tail. They were looking right at us. 
One of them obliged us by getting 
up and walking in full view about 30 
strides before he decided it was too 
much effort and lay down again. 

We also saw buffalo for the first 
time but the elephant and lion pro- 
vided the big thrill. 

Driving 1 up here from Goma we 
saw coffee growing along the road 
for miles. Hillsides were terraced 
and cultivated to the top. There 
were many smaller fields of bananas 
and some corn, quite a lot of beans. 
There are very, few tourists in 
Albert Park. We are told it is be- 
cause the natives in the area have 
been having so much trouble. 

When standing in front of the 
camp restaurant, five elephants and 
a number of buffalo as well as many 
gazelle were in plain view. This 
day makes the trip through the 
Congo well worth while in spite of 
language difficulties, food problems, 
and poor roads. 

NOV. 25. We got up at 5:30 this 
morning and a boy brought coffee 
to our cabin. I like that. We left 
at 0:00 a. m. for an early morning 
drive to see game. There was lots 
of it, many elephants and topi. We 
glimpsed a lion ahead and moved up 
plowly and quUetly. There must 
have been close to 20 in the pride. 
Some were within 10 feet of the 
road. I could see 10 at one time in 
the group. Some were half grown, 
others in their prime. 

We sat and watched them for 
some time. Thew didn't seem to 
mind us at all. Finally they got up 
one or two at a time and slowly 
moved off into the bush toward the 
stream. They were so beautiful and 
so perfect! , That was a real thrill. 
Going back to camp for breakfast 
at 9:00 we drove through a big herd 
of buffalo, scattered all over the 
plain, on both sides of the road. 
They seem to feel very superior to 
humans in cars. 

We drove through mountains all 
day. One sign gave the altitude 
about 8,000 feet. Another told us 
were were crossing the equator. It 
has been so cool all day that I have 
worn a sweater. 

Buitembo is our stop for the 
night. This is the poorest room we 
have had so far. You enter through 
the bathroom. The toilet is in a 
separate room with an outside door. 
Everything grows wildly here. 
This town is in the midst of real 
tropical jungle. Flowers every- 
where. Calla lilies are all over the 
place.
